Again, on September 19, 1949, after a 
second hearing on the union leaders’ de- 
mands, a second Board reported to Presi- 
dent Truman that: ‘‘there presently exists 
no need for an additional fireman... upon

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


RUBBER INDUSTRY THREATENED 


Another Massachusetts industry is facing a situation which is 
a serious threat to its business with a consequent loss of em- 
ployment to many workers in Andover and neighboring areas. 
Only last week attention was directed from several sources 
to the loss of employment in this state by the migration of tex- 
tile plants to the South, and to the efforts being made to protect 
i the plants and the jobs still in the North. 
Now it is the rubber industry which is being threatened by 
a proposal to reduce the tariff on imported canvass and rubber 
footwear which, Tyer Rubber company officials hasten to point 
out, would allow foreign-made merchandise to be sold in this 
country at such low prices that domestic manufacturers could 


Already hit by two mild winters that have severely cut into 
its production and employment, the local concern and others like 
it in Massachusetts, have started to do something about it. 

Officials of the Tyer Rubber company have written to our rep- 
resentatives at Washington and are consulting with local civic 
and labor officials to decide upon a plan of action to protect 
the local industry. 

The situation is serious enough to command the attention of 
everyone in the town as the pending tariff change is without 
doubt an economic threat to the whole community. 
duction in employment at the rubber shop, which two years ago 
had over 1000 workers on production, would be felt by every line 
of business here. 

A representative committee will be formed to direct local 
action in this matter and whatever steps they take to protect the 
industry should have the backing of the whole community in order 
to make them effective.
